1. Claims 1, 3, and 5-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Applicants have amended claim 1 to specify that A and Xi of formula (c) are the same as 
in formula (a); however, it is unclear if applicants are stating that A and Xi of formula (a) and A 
and Xi of formula (c) must be identical species or simply that A and Xi share the same 
respective definitions, but may be different as long as they satisfy the definitions. For example, 
it is unclear if Xi within formula (a) may be ethoxy when Xi within formula (c) is propoxy.
